In  about  January  or  February  1939.  no  telegraTrs  were 
exchanged  between  Ambassador  CSIiP'A  and  the  General  Staf.  , 
secretly  from  the  Foreic^i  Office,  crncerning  the  questio 
of  strengthening  the  Anti -Comintern  Pact. 

V,ith  respect  to  negotiations  for  a  Japan-Germany-Italy 
treaty,  I  as  the  »'ilitary  Attach^  never  submitted  a 
draft  of  a  treaty  to  the  German  Foreign  Office  as 
mentioned  in  the  Exhibit  No.  3001  A.  >'oreover,  during 
my  sojourn  in  Berlin  no  draft  of  a  treaty  was  sent  to  . 
nse  from  the  \.ar  T^inistry  or  the  General  Staff  in  Tokyo. 

Of  course  I  was  never  ordered  to  submit  such  a  draft  to 
the  German  Foreign  Office.
